3.  Manufacturing  plants  In  w)Uch 
the  oil-burning  equipment  Is  used 
directly  in  the  processing  of  any 
product  manufactured  for  or  under 
agreement  with  the  Federal  Oov- 
ernment* 

The  order  does  not  apply  to  "plants 
already  in  operation. 

The  controller  may  make  excep- 
tion* in  eertaln  ^)eclal  cases  arising

imported  oil  or  oil  refined  from  Im- 
ported oil.

The  great  WMk^wtd  ifir  battles  oVtr  Oreat 

Britain  have  .srrved  to  ronnrrri  a  few  matters 

 that  have  been  discub^ed  again  and  again  duHng 

tkM  edOrsk  of  the  War.  For  one'thlnt.  they  have 
given  another  striking  illustration  of  the 
auperlorlty  of  British  airmen.  They  indicate, 
mortovtr.  that,  tyikt  for  type,  the  Hi^rricane-ftnd- 
8pltflre  flRhters  can,  whenever  the  opportunity 
arlces.  deal  eflectliYery  with  the  Dornier,  Junkers 
and  Hdlnlnl  bombers  of  the  enemy,  no  matter 
how  well  defended  th'sp  arr  by  Me.s.ser.schmitt 
Aghters.  The  latesl  air  battles,  too,  surest  that 
V  M  ttm*  goes  on  the  Bdtiah  airmen  arc  Becoming 
more  expert,  and  that  there  i.s  a  falling  ofT  In  the 
fighting  ability  of  the  Oermans  in  the  air. 

Again  and  again  in  their  raids  on  Oreat 
Britain  thr  Ciriniaiis  arr  chaiiKinn  Ih'-ir  tactU'S 
Tt^ey  cross  the  Channel  m  varying-  formations 
and*  by  dlffefent  routes.  They  attack  singly  or 
In  small  group.s,  and  then  again  irveit  to  mass 
attacks.  It  is  becauju  of  the  latter  that  they 
suffer  such  heavy  losses.  Perhaps  the  most  strik- 
ing contrast  there  Is  between  British  and  Orrman 
methods  Is  found  in  the  fact  that  tlie  raids 
made  by  the  Ruydl  Air  Force  are  by  bombers 
alone,  whereas  when  the  Oermans  raid  in  force 
their  l9ombers  are  Invartably  accompanied  by 
fighters.  This  Is  a  tribute  to  the  British  defence 
in  the  air  Such  defence  in  Germany  seems  to  be 
confined  largely  to  land  batteries.  The  result  is 
that,  while  the  British  flyers  on  many  of  their 
raids  have  far  longer  Journeys  to  make  than  have 
the  German  bombers  and  fighters,  they  suffer 
much  fewer  losses  than  the  enemy.  That  means 
tliat  In  bomber  strength  Oreat  Britain  must  be 
building  up  reserves  to  .  a  gieatar  extent  than 
Germany  can  now  do. 

The  week-end  battles  have  proved  a  tonic  to 
the  Brltl.sh  people..  Those  people  have,  during 
some  days  past,  seen  a  strengthening  of  the 
ground  defenoM  of  Umdon.  Now  they  know  that 
Rrltl.sh  flghtlnp:  power  In  the  air  is  growing  very 
appreciably  stronger,  with  a  more  skilled  and 
mora  aggr«stlTe  personnel.  Th«  repulse  of  the 
week-end  raids  was  a  major  victory  in  the  air. 
a  snmshlnj  victory,  perhaps  even  greater  than 
the  published  flgurMi  indicate.

The  first  V  C.  of  the  j 
present  War  went  to  Captain  B.  .A.  w  War- 
burton -Lee,  of  the  destroyer  Har<iy.  who  lost 
his  life  at  Narvik  on  April  10.  The, first  two 
awardr^made  ih-tbt  Anny  In  this  War  went  to 
Captain  Ervlne- Andrews,  of  the  East  Lancashire 
Regiment,  for  conspicuous  gallantry  In  the  de- 
fences in  front  of  Dunkerque  on  the  night  of 
May  31-June  1.  and  to  Lance-Corporal  NichoUs, 
of  the  Grenadier  Guards,  who  on  May  21.  though 
fPOondaC  fdught  a  Bren  gun  from  his  hlpThoJdlng 
up  the  enemy  aiul  enabling  his  company  to 
reach  Its  objective.  Lance<-CorpOral  NlchoUs.was 
subaequently  reported  killed,  but  now  It  appears 
that  he  is  a  pri.soner  In  Oermaiiv  These  were 
the  first  Victoria  Crosses  to  be  awarded  since 
Captain  Meynell  won  his  on  the  North-Weat 
Frontier  five  years  ago  For  eleven  year.s  before 
that  award  no  act  of  heroism  occurred  consid- 
ered to  warrant  the  deeoratldn.
